MAKING PRECEDENTS IN SURGERY. 

When Benjamin Praskin was informed that an 
operation upon his wife in a New York hospital 
had been a success, he wrote a check for $300 for 
the surgeon. His wife died; he stopped payment 
on the check; the surgeon sued; the jury upheld 
Praskin’s contention that because his wife died 
the operation was not successful; a Superior 
Court Judge reversed the decision, and the case is 
now before the Appellate Court. 

“Medical journals and the records of medical so- 
cieties teem with reports of operations that were 
great successes, despite the fact that the patients 
died. If Praskin’s suit should eventually be de- 
cided in his favor, surgical operations that suc- 
ceed while the patient dies will need a new cate- 
gory.

Neither one of these candidates who are fight- 
ing for the place of favorite son offers a pros- 
pect of restoring Missouri to the Democratic 
column., In this crisis of the party’s history, is 
it not a senseless proceeding to split the De- 
mocracy of the State over a contest which offers 
no advantage, but threatens loss? Why should 
the Democracy fight over shadows? 

There is a solution of the problem which would 
avoid a disastrous conflict and place Missouri in 
the leadership of the movement to restore party 
control to the voters. “Missouri cannot have a 
presidential primary, but the State can relegate 
the choice of all the delegates except the four 
representing the State to the voters of the con- 
gressional districts. The unit rule can be abol- 
ished through the action of the State conven- 
tion, leaving the congressional delegates free 
to represent their constituents. 

The past practice of binding the entire delega- 
tion regardless of the will of their constituents 
in the congressional districts, by instructions 
and the wnit rule, is undemocratic. It denies 
representation in the national convention to 
large bodies of voters in the State. The Nation- 
al Democratic party should be at least as demo- 
cratic as the National Republican party which 
has abolished the unit rule.

THE ‘‘PEOPLEIZED’’ CORPORATION. 
Special pleaders for Big Business like Mr. Per- 
kins continue to cite triumphantly the wide dis- 
tribution of trust and. other stocks as a condition 
certain to insure better corporate behavior. 

They say the corporations are being “‘peo- 
pleized”—a favorite word of theirs. The Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad with its 60,000 stockholders is 
& favorite illustration. It is assumed as axio- 
matic that the greater the fraction of the public 
having investments in the securities of a cor- 
poration, the more wili its policies reflect the 
popular desire and the more Satisfactory will be 
its management. 

It is a transparent fallacy. No other known 
corporations were “peopleized” to the extent of 
the great mutual life insurance companies. Al] 
policyholders were stockholders, whose number 
accordingly ran into the hundreds of thousands. 
The Armstrong inquiry showed that no oter cor- 
porations were guilty of practices more vicious 
or were managed with less regard for the in- 
terests, not merely of the public, but even of 
their own stockholders. 

This was because they were s0 thoroughly 
“peopleized.” The very number of the stock- 
holders obstructed concerted action on their part 
for restraining the management. To communicate 
with even a fraction inviting such concerted ac- 
tion involved almost prohibitive labor and ex- 
pense. : 

Wide stock distribution means that the stock- 
holders’ responsibility for management and power 
of applying correctives is correspondingly dif- 
fused and weakened. Law becomes the only 
check on the piling up of surpluses that should 
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by directors of the general policies that will in- 
crease their own financial power and assist in 
perpetuating themselves in corporate control. 
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New Orleans thinks Oscar Hammerstein will ac- 
cept an offer of $150,000 for five weeks of grand 
opera in that city and 10 weeks in San Francisco. 
The list of stars he will send to the two cities is 
not announced, but no criticism is implied if St. 
Louisans involuntarily recall the four days of 
opera for which they paid $40,000 last winter. 
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GOLF-NURTURED STATECRAFT. 

Mr. La Follette, Mr. Pinchot, sundry state com- 
mitteemen and others try to téll us what is the 
matter with Mr. Taft, but touch only on the 
superficial, Delinquency in both hunting and fish- 
ing is the-fundamental trouble.

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DEMOCACY’S UNIT RULE. 

From the Syracuse Post-Standard. 

The most forceful and influential Democratic 
newspaper of the Middle West, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, gives this advice to the Democrats who 
will meet in national convention this year: 

The unit rule is undemocratic. It deprives 
the voters of fair representation. By right 
the State convention should control only the 
delegates at large who are elected to repre- 
sent the entire State. The district delegates 
should actually, as well as theoretically, rep- 
resent the voters of the district. They should 
be free to express the will of their constitu- 
ents, 

The unit rule is undemocratic. It deprives Dem- 
ocrats in theory and in fact of fair representation. 
In no state has the power that is lodged in the 
majority been so abused as in New York. With 
the new power given to Tammany Hall by the 
reapportionment of congressmen and the increase 
in Tammany delegates, the adoption of the unit 
rule is a vote to disfranchise every Democrat 
above the Bronx. 

Democratic delegates are not named by con- 
gressional districts now. They are named for 
congressional districts by a State convention 
which is in Tammany control. That is wrong. 
The Republican system of election of delegates 
at large by the State convention and district dele- 
gates by the Republicans of the district is the 
democratic system. The Democratic system is 
autocratic. j 

When Democratic delegates are chosen by dis- 
tricts they should be allowed to vote. They don’t 
vote now. No matter how they may want to vote, 
even though they have instructions from their 
districts through primaries or conventions, Mr. 
Murphy votes them. At Denver he voted Central 
New York delegates for a candidate whom they 
bitterly opposed, without so much as consulting 
them. | 

The abandonment of the unit rule would nat- 
urally mean the abandonment of the two-thirds 
rule. That would be well, too. A majority should 
nominate, but it should be a majority of the dele- 
gates.

Iam not a secessionist, but I would like to see 
one state put out of the Union. I mean Delaware. 
With the weather near zero one day this month, 
seven prisoners were lashed on their bare backs in 
the open air for larceny. They were strapped to 
the whipping post and bared to the waist. The 
following was published in 1905: 

“It is not the opinion of Warden Meserve of the 
Wilmington County Workhouse that the results 
of whipping have been satisfactory. At the time 
ef his report he had lashed the backs of 461 con- 
victs. Of these, 54 were whipped a second time, 14 
8 third time, four a fourth time, and orie a fifth 
time. ‘Men who have been whipped,’ he says, 
‘are never as good prisoners as before.’ When 
this report was made Delaware had used the whip 
for 13 years. In that time its prison population 
‘increased in a higher ratio than that of the whole 
eountry.’ Thus in Delaware one person in every 
725 of population was in prison, while in all the 
states there was one prisoner to every 850 of pop- 
ulation. There were but five states In the Union 
having a larger percentage of prison population 
than Delaware, and ‘these five are states haying 
large cities and a great foreign population,’ ”

Panama is going to alter 
routes to the great advantage of the world in 
seneral, but for the special advantage of the 
American nations. The matter is of profound im- 
portance to Britain, because Britain has so many 
of the world’s ships, and, therefore, so much of 
the world’s carrving trade. It was a geographical 
discovery that ruined Venice, and it is written 
that Venice utterly failed to appreciate why she 
was ruined, and tried all of silly devices, 
including alchemy, in order to sustain a greatness 
whose origin she didnot understand. I am not 
suggesting that any such ruin could be wrought 
to British shipping by the Panama Canal, but it 
is very important for us to bear in mind that we 
Lossess an absurdly disproportionate share of the 
world’s carrying trade, and that it is largely 
American folly which has given us that dispropor- 
tionate share. We must not suppose that the 
United States will ever be so foolish as to pursue 
a policy which makes it impossible for her to 
develop a great mercantile marine, and the Pan- 
ama cut, because it will accentuate the existing 
American folly, is very likely to bring about al- 
terations in American commercial policy which 
will restore the United States the use of the great 
natural advantages for shipping which she pos- 
sesses, and therefore to help rob us of some part 
of the disproportionate share of shipping which 
we now possess. 
America possesses a magnificent geographical 
position, facing the two great oceans, and when 
her Atlantic and Pacific seaboards are for practi- 
cal purposes made one, that position, whether for 
purposes of peace or war, will become a hundred- 
fold more valuable.

House. 

This London season of grand opera by 
the New York company will be made 
possible in the event that the famous 
Italian publishing house of G. Ricordi 
& Co., which controls the copyright of 
all the Verdi and Puccini operas, de- 
clines to renew the contract by which 
the Royal Opera Syndicate of London, 
controlling the Covent Garden Opera 
House, enjoys the exclusive privilege of 
presenting these operas in the British 
capital. It so happens that the English 
copyright on Wagner's operas expires at 
a date which will enable the Metropoll- 
tan company to present its splendid 
Wagner repertoire during the Hammer- 
stein season now contemplated.

St. Louis Banker Writes Eastern 
Financial Review We Are 
on Upward Trend. 
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HE following optimistic 
outlook for business con- 
ditions for 1912 was 

contributed to the Annual Fi- 
mancial Review of the New 
York Times by Festus J. Wade 
of St. Louis, in response to the 
editor's request for his views:

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Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. and of the Mercantile 


National Bank of St. Louis, replies that 
he thinks that we are upon the upward 
trend, and while the tariff discussion, 
or a prolonged session of Congress, 
might keep general business on the anx- 
lous seat, he does not think the trust 
discussion will have much effect from 
this time on, and has no anxiety about 
the political campaign. Mr. Wade says: 

“After careful consideration, I am sat- 
isfied fundamental conditions in this 
country were never in better or more 
satisfactory shape. The hand-to-mouth 
policy of purchasing still continues, but 
there is every evidence with the large 
jobber, manufacturer and the railroads, 
that the present and anticipated de- 
creasing prices will be taken advantage 
of. This will bring activity to the mine 
and factory. 

“I fully believe we have ‘turned the 
corner,’ avd dropped to the low level, 
and while I do not look for a brisk up- 
building of business, I believe we are in 
a healthy, sound condition and on the 
upward trend. The volume of the job- 
bing and manufacturing business in this 
center has been as large as any pre- 
vious year, except with those manufac- 
turers and jobbers dealing exclusively 
with railroads. The railroads have not 
yet returned to their normal purchas- 
ing power. 

Tariff Will Curtail Purchases. 

‘Business will not be much affected by 
political discussions; nor, from this out, 
will it be very much affected by dis- 
cussions of any trust cases, or the Sher- 
man law. Until Congress settles upon 
a tariff adjustment, it will necessarily 
affect business quite seriously, particu- 
larly so as there is every evidence we 
will have a lower tariff. Conseq nantly 
ther-e will be, quite naturally, a curtail- 
men: of purchases during the next few 
months, in anticipction of a probable 
reduction in the tariff. 

“A prolonged’ session of Congress 
would be quite detrimental to the busi- 
ness interests of the country, for the rea- 
sun that we are always in fear of hasty 
logisiation by Congress. Where a major. 
ity of any party in Congress is so great 
that it can pass a»y measure its lead- 
ers choose to advocate, there is always 

. danger of ill-advised and hasty legis- 
lation. 

“Temporarily the South will be af- 
fected by holding cotton in the hope of 
high prices. 

“The enormous cotton crop and fairly 
good crops of all other products this 
year have been the mainstay of the 
commerce of the country. Then, too, 
for the past three years there has been 
a curtailment in buying, and there are 
now many empty shelves that require 
replenishing. 

Year Not Profitable to Bankers. 

“With the inevitable low price of cot- 
ton the factories of New England and 
the South will produce cotton goods at 
a figure that will induce large purchases. 
Woolen goods will likewise be affected, 
as it is inevitable that a lower wool 
tariff will be put through the present 
Congress. 

“From the standpoint of the banker 
the past year has not been profitable in 
so far as earnings were concerned. But 
collections were never better. 

“The supply of commercial and mer- 
cantile paper has at no time been equal 
to the demand. Particularly is,.this the 
case during the last nine months. An 
unheard of condition has existed in the 
West and Southwest during the fall of 
this year. Banks that have heretofore 
been borrowers from their reserve agents 
have been buying commercial paper from 
Eastern houses at from 4 per cent to 
4% per cent; and have been loaning 
money in New York since money rates 
have stiffened up. 

“Banks and trust companies have been 
very liberal with funds for commercial 
and industrial expansion, where integrity 
and ability were the foundation of the 
borrower. 

“Wages the past year have been in 
statu quo. Less idleness exists, more 
men are employed. 

Educate Capital and Labor. 

“I believe it extremely wise to start a 
general campaign to educate the capital- 
ist, the banker, the mechanic, the lab- 
orer to the grave necessity of regulating 
both capital and labor the same as all 
other great and powerful organizations 
have been regulated by the Government 
of the United States. Railroad mana- 
gers can no longer combine against an 
industry and crush it out of existence 
because of a disagreement with the head 
of a manufacturing establishment. The 
banks of &@ community can no longer 
combine against a borrower, for any 
reason, without running the risk of 
prosecution. Captains of industry can. 
no longer raise prices, in combination. 
around a good dinner—simply because 
the laws of the land prohibit them from 
doing s0. Why, then, should any com- 
bination of men, called. by any name 
Pou please, be allowed to throttle not 
only the industry of the country, but 
the earning capacity of hundreds of 
innocent individuals who have never as- 
sociated nor affiliated with labor organi- 
gations. Therefore, I think the time has 
arrived when some effort should be 
made not to injure, not to eliminate, but 
to upbulld and wegulate labor organiza- 
tiens the same as industrial, commercia! 
and financial organizations are super- 
vised and regulated.”

“The reason why it has been so slow 
is that singers do not work over their 
English as they do over their Italian or 
French. When I got ready to sing

my English exactly as I study my 
French—just as if I were a foreigner in- 
stead of an American woman. Then it 
went all right. 
“TI don’t believe the great French and 
German and Italian operas ever will be 
a success in English. I have heard 
Wagner in French, and I never enjoyed 
it. But I think we shall have good 
works written in English for the Amer- 
ican stage. 
“Now there is ‘Natoma.’ Of course, 
Mr. Herbert is a writer of light opera 
ane a good deal of the score shows it, 
but the big title role is of grand opera 
size. There the American inspiration 
came to him. He was picturing the 
American Indian; it was something dif- 
ferent from anything that had been done 
before.

When the opera is over, it 
goes just as quickly. I step out of the 
part when I open my dressing room 
door after the last act. But I am so 
tired! Not physically—I’m a strong 
woman—but mentally, I could cry if 
you look at me.”’

On his deathbed, Boyce made a state- 
ment declaring that he saw Snead once 
before today, in the lobby of the hotel, 
and avoided him.

After the departure of Snead and his 
wife from Winnipeg, Boyce was re- 
leased from custody and today the local

The Senate itself is slowly swinging 
around into line.

Senator Hitchcock, who made 
opening speech in opposition to 
treaties, admitted that he would 
port them if amended to meet his views.

Debate in Open Session, 

After President Taft has been afforded 
ample opportunity to argue the case 
with prejudiced senators the debate will 
begin in earnest. It probably will be 
made the unfinished business of the Sen- 
ate within two or three weeks. The dis- 
cussion will be in the open session. Here 
are some statements on the question 
made to the Post-Dispatch: Senator Jo- 
seph Johnston, Alabama: With the addi- 
tion of some amendments I would vote 
for ratification of the treaties. With 
these amendments I think they would be 
ratified by the Senate. We should do 
what We can to put an end to war. 
Senator Porter J. McCumber, North 
Dakota: I would vote for ratification 
of the treaties. While I hope that this 
will be accomplished, I am a bit doubt- 
ful of the Senate doing it. The treaties 
should be ratified for very many good 
reasons. There is even less reason for 
nations to go to war to settle differences 
that are adjustable than tnere is for 
men to settle their private differences 
in the same manner, and even greater 
wrong on the part of the nations, as the 
innocent must suffer for the acts of 
guilty principals. 

Senator John Sharp Williams, Missis- 
sippi: I will vote for ratification. I hope 
it will be accomplished, but do not know. 
There is no valid reason—in fact, not 
even a plausible one—why the treaties 
should not be ratified. 

Says Senate Will Ratify. 

Senator Robert Owen, Oklahoma: Un- 
der conditions I would vote for ratifica- 
tion, and I am of the opinion that the 
Senate will ratify. 
Senator Charles Curtis, Kansas: I 
will vote for ratification and I hope 
that the Senate will ratify the treaties.

Referee St. Louis A. C. aad the Post- 
Dispatch’s Boxing Authvority. 
The ‘‘clean break’’ rule appears to be 
confusing to some boxers and they com- 
plain that it handicaps them, Just why 
this is so it is hard to understand. The 
rule does not alter the Queensberry 
code in any particular except that, in- 
stead of having to protect themselves in 
the breakaway, the boxers may step 
out of a clinch when ordered to by the 
referee without danger to themselves 
because neither is permitted to hit unti! 
they have separated and stepped back. 
It is a very simple thing to understand, 


‘and yet it appears impossible for some 


boxers to catch the idea, or at least 
they pretend not to. 

In the recent bouts before - the St. 
Louis Athletic Club, the one between 
Frankie White and Benny McGovern 
was marked by an intelligent under- 
standing of the rules and a spirit of 
fairness towards each other which re- 
sulted in an exhibition of boxing and 
ring generalship that was very pleasing 


to those who were fortunate enough to 


see it. Clinches were infrequent and of 
short duration, the boys _ breaking 
promptly when called upon to do so and 
neither attempted to sneak over a punch 


in violation of the rules. The only 
time I found it necessary to force a 
break was in the last round, after Me- 


Govern had caught White coming in 
and planted a hard right to the latter's 
jaw, and then White rushed to a clinch 
and held on to keep from going down. 
But this lasted for a few seconds only 
and it was the law of self-preservation 
asserting itself in the moment of danger 
that caused ‘it. 
On the Other Hand. 

In the bout between Tommy Sullivan 
and Pierce Mathews the same xgule ap- 
plied, but either because they couldn't 
understand it or because they didn’t 
want to observe it the bout was one 
of the poorest and marked by more 
vioiations of the general rules govern- 
ing the ring than almost any I have 
refereed. While the bout between these 
two was going on they were constantly 
complaining of each other, and both 
were offending. Sullivan lost his tem- 
per and directed some choice remarks 
at Mathews and the later was kept busy 
denying the allegations, finding time 
now and then to remark that he didn't 
“understand these damned rues." 

Sullivan was very nervous when he 
entered the ring, and the way the bout 
went didn’t he'p him any; but it did 
seem that a boxer of his long experience 
in the professional ring would have 
known better than 'to stand directly over 
a fallen opponent and prevent his rising 
by assuming a threatening attitude. This 
was a Violation of the rules, and 
knew it. Once, on the west side of the 
ring, he deliberately tried to shove Ma- 
thews through’ the This was 
another violation of the rules for which 
no excuse can be found. 

Some boxers seem to lose sight of the 


he 


ropes. 


fact that they are paid to give their 
services under a given set of ru’es, and 
they are expected to observe them. Ref- 
erees are expected to see that this is 
done, but sometimes it {fs a toss-up 
whether it is best to step the bout and 
Gisqualify both boxers or to let the 
bout go on when both are disregarding 
the rules without much damage to 
either. In the first instance the specta- 


tors are denied whatever entertainment 
may have otherwise been afforded, and 
in the next instance the boxers are apt 
to kill whatever chance they may have 
of going on again. 

Boxers who know their business and 
keep within the rules and who give the 
crowd a chance to see what it has paid 
for are the most popul ir, and deservedly 
the thing 


so. Good, clean boxing is 
wanted and what the rules call for.

TODAUGHTERLEF

August Neumeister of Illinois, 
Hoards Gold While Girl Be- 
lieves He Has None. 





DIES WITH HIS SECRET 





Young Woman Then Discovers 
Safe Is Filled With Coin and 
Bank Certificates. 





ROCKFORD, IIl., Jan. 18.—When Au- 
gust Neumeister died, almost penniless, 
as his daughter, Alice, supposed, & small 
safe which he had kept in an obscure 
corner of the house, was opened to take 
out papers, which the girl had been led 
to believe were of little value; but as 
the iron door swung outward a fortune 
in gold was revealed. 

The young woman was amazed. Oth- 
ers, perhaps, had suspected that her fa- 
ther was a miser; she had thought that 
he was very poor. A _ neighbor, his 
imagination kindled, quoted a line from 
Thomas Hood— 

“Gold! Gold! Gold! Gold! 
yellow, hard and cold.”’ 

But to the young woman the yellow 
coins were not cold, but warm, with 
the affection shown in the great sur- 
prise which her father evidently had 
planned for her at his death. 


Piles of Gold Coin. 
Alice Neumeister and the neighbors 


who had witnessed the discovery of the 
hoarded treasure sent for the police to 
guard the money, which was then taken 
to the city hall in sacks. A count 
showed— 

$7800 in double eagles, 

$2000 in eagles, 

$1335 in $5 gold pieces, 

$11,135 in all in gold. 

A further search of the safe revealed— 

2000 in United States bonds, 

$8500 in bank certificates. 

Instead of being poor, Alice Neumets- 
ter, 18 years old, and attractive, is the 
owner of $21,635 in gold and securities, 
as well as the humble home which she 
thought at first would be her sole in- 
heritance, 


Retires When Wife Dies. 
The certificates of bank deposits, It 


was revealed, had been cunningly dis- 
tributed among various financial insti- 
tutions, so that none would suspect that 
August Neumeister possessed any con- 
siderable fortune. 

Tw.inty years ago Neumeister was en- 
gaged in the carriage business and was 
supposed to be prospering, although he 
was always extremely reticent concern- 
ing his affairs. After the death of his 
wife, he rotired from active busienss and 
settled down to the life of a recluse. He 
had no visitors, and apparently shunned 
contact with his friends and acquaint- 
ances. 

He seldom left fhe house, but re- 
mained in his room, refusing to admit 
even his daughter. She dutifully hu- 
mored his insistence upon the utmost se- 
clusion, and in the years that she cared 
for her parent never caught a glimpse 
of a gold coin and her father never gave 
the slightest hint that the strong box 
contained wealth. He doled out grudg- 
ingly, it seemed, small sums to meet 
the household expenses, and the girl 
had every reason to believe that her 
father was poor. 


He Refuses to Speak. 
When the old man became ill a few 


weeks ago his daughter’s supply of 
money ran low. Neumeister was too il] 
to take money from the safe. His 
daughter asked him for permission to 
cpen the safe. If he heard or under- 
stood he gave no heed. She then sought 
legal advice and was told to have a con- 
servator appointed. But before this 
could be done the old man died. 

Neighbors and friends of the eccentric 
man presumed that when he disposed 
of his business two decades ago he con- 
verted a large portion of his holdings 
into gold and piaced enough of the bal- 
ance at interest to secure money for the 
support of himself and daughter. 

By the practice of the utmost frugal- 
ity he was able, doubtless, to add to 
the principal, and finally, when the end 
of earthly things was reached, to leave 
a fortune as a surprise to his daugh- 
ter, his only relative.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—Raymond Poincare 
has practically succeeded in forming a 
new Cabinet. As far as arranged up to 
midnight, the Cabinet will be composed 
as follows: 

Premier and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Raymond Poincaire; Minister of 
Justice, Aristide Briand; Minister of 
Labor, Leon Bourgeois; Minister of War, 
Alexander Millerand; Minister of Marine, 
Theophile Delcasse; Minister of Finance, 
L. L. Klotz; Minister of the Interior, 
Jules Steeg; Minister of Public Works, 
Jean Dupuy; Minister of Agriculture, 
Jules Pams; Minister of Colonies, M. 
Lebrun. 

The portfolios of Public Instruction, 
Commere:; and the various under-sec- 
retaryships remain to be appointed, and 
there {is some possibility that ghifts 
may be made before the composition of 
the Cabinet is declared official. 

It is understood that M. Dufardin-

- SWINDLE WORKED 
FROM ST. LOUIS 


British Consul Believes $35o,- 
000,000 Sir Francis Drake 
Fraud Centered Here. 





ILLINOISANS LOSE MONEY 





Agents Told Investors Cash Was 
Needed to Settle Famous 
Navigator’s Estate. 


— 





St. Louis is believed by Thomas Er- 
skine. British Consul here, to have been 
headquarters for the Sir Francis Drake 
estate swindle, perhaps the most brazen 
of its class of frauds, by which thou- 
sands of dollars have been. obtained. 
While some of the victims live in St. 
Louis, the greater part are in Illinois 
cities and towns, particularly Blooming- 
ton, Monmouth, Pontiac and Joliet. 

Romantic fictions about sunken Span- 
ish treasure ships have been capitalized 
by the agents of this remarkable 
scheme. Unlike other English estate 
swindles, whose victims are only sup- 
posed lineal heirs, the Drake estate, 
represented as all the way from $350,000,- 
000 to a billion, was to be partitioned 
among the public. 
get a $40,000 share. 

This amazing percentage of profit, 
which makes the Ryan and Arnold turf 
investment propositions seem tame by 
comparison, was positively promised by 
the agents of the Sir Francis Drake 
Estate Co. And the representation was 
gravely accepted by many men and 
women. 

Fortune of £25,000,000. 

The agents told prospective investors 
that the famous navigator of Queen 
‘Elizabeth’s time left a fortune of $25,- 
000,000, which had increased since his 
death in 1595 to an almost incalculable 
amount. The fortune originally con- 
sisted of golden doubloons, the spoils of 
naval warfare and the treasure of sunk- 
en ships, rescued by the dauntless ex- 
plorer and his men, they said. 

The estate, the agents said, was ap- 
proaching settlement. Legal expenses 
were large, and a considerable sum was 
needed at once. Therefore, the Sir 
I'rancis Drake Estate Co. had been 
formed, and every person contributing 
$25 to the legal expense would receive 
$40,000 in the settlement of the estate. 
The time for the settlement was to be 
about last Christmas. 

The agents of the colnpany were ac- 
tively at work in the closing months 
of 1911. The prospect of getting a 
$40,000 Christmas gift was so tempting 
that many persons yielded to. the 
temptation to hazard $25, or more, for 
as an especial favor, one could get the 
privilege of buying almost any number 
of shares. 

No Cablegrams Came. 

Investors were promised that they 
would receive notice of the settlement 
of the estate in cablegrams from En- 
gland. As Christmas passed and no 
cablegrams came, complaints began to 
be received by public officials, particu- 
larly by the British consuls in St. 
Louis and Chicago. 

In Bloomington, where hundreds o1 
persons bought shares, an investigation 
was undertaken by the Pantagraph, a 
daily newspaper. The editor wrote to 
the London Times, asking whether there 
was any such estate, and whether it 
was in process of settlement as repre- 
sented. 

The London Times detailed a man to 
the inquiry, and his report* reached 
the Bloomington paper a few days ago. 
It stated that Sir Francis Drake's es- 
tate, never a large one, passed to his 
heirs 315 years ago, that there was no 
iitigation pending for its settlement 
or distribution, and that no heirs were 
known to be in the United States. 

Sir Francis’ Will Dug Up, 

Sir Francis’ will was dug up by the 
investigator, and it indicated that the 
estate consisted mostly of the family 
home in Plymouth, England, a mill ana 
a few thousand pounds. All went to his 
family except 40 pounds, left for the 
poor of Plymouth. . 

Consul Erskine told a Post-Dispaten 
reporter yesterday that reports received 
by him indicated that the swindle had 
been operated from St. Louis, though 
the agents were more active in smaller 
places. 

“IT have had four or five complaints 
in the last two weeks,” said Erskine- 
“This leads me to believe that there 
was quite an amount of stock sold here, 
as most persons who are victimized by 
such schemes keep their misfortunes to 
themselves. As a rule, the only ones 
who complain are those who have put 
their last cent into the schemes. That 
was the case with one of the men, who 
told me he put all the money he had 
into the purchase of a share of stock. 

Complaints in Chicago. 

“It is curious, too, that I, never re- 
ceived an inquiry from anyone who was 
thinking of buying the stock. The $46,- 
000 for $25 looked so good that they al 
invested without stopping to ask any- 
one who could have told them that 
there was nothing to It. 

“IT am told that the British Consul 
in Chicago has received a large number 
of complaints in this matter. I have 
not learned the name of anyone who 
was supposed to be directing the affairs 
of the estate company, but it has been 
stated tn the Illinois towns where stock 
was sold, that the agents sent their 
receipts to St. Louis, and occasionally 
made visits to this city. This leads me 
to think the headquarters were here. 

“IT have seen the name of George 
Whitaker mentioned as being tn charge 
of the sale of stock, but I have not 
thus far found trace of him here. I 
have also heard that a woman was in 
charge of the business, but I have not 
learned her name.”’

Reports of Bridge Winners No 
Longer Sent to Editors to 
Print in Papers. 





CENTRALIA, Il., Jan. 18.—The ‘‘best” 
society items printed in the local papers 
for many years have been those an- 
nouncing the prize winners at the va- 
rious women's clubs, where hearts, 
euchre, bridge or “‘chinch’’ was the en- 
tertainment. But no more. This week 
the ‘‘best’’ item honors were divided be- 
tween descriptions of the delicious dishes 
served at the Cooking Club dinner and 
the W. C. T. U. meeting. At the latter 
meeting resolutions were adopted com- 
mending the anti-gambling stand by 
Chief of Police Milt Duncan and City 
Attorney L. B. Stapper. The card-play- 
ing clubs, if they are still in existence, 
are conducting their affairs much in the 
same manner as the school boys who 
slip away from mamma for a hidden 
game of seven-up. 

None suspected all this of Duncan. 
Entirely unsuspicious were the alder- 
men who confirmed him Chief of Police 
last July when Henry Ingram resigned. 
Perhaps Mayor Fragjer had suspicions 
when he nominated Duncan, but then 
the Mayor is much the same sort of a 
man as Duncan, he thinks a lot more 
than he talks, and he goes Duncan one 
better in that he goes to church each 
Sunday and gives freely to religious 
schools. Duncan was never suspected of 
liberality or church-going and he had 
more enemies than any man in town. 
Perhaps that explains why the alder- 
men gave him the office. His enemies 
and fame as a debt collector were of 
simultaneous growth. 

But, to get back to the society items. 
Common Link in City. 
Centralia has been famed for years as 
the free and easy town of Egypt, Cairo 
alone excepted. Signs in saloons an- 
nounced ‘“‘Clubrooms . Upstairs,” and 
from the Y. M. C. A. rooms the boys 
could look into the open windows of 
gambling rooms, of Summer evenings, 
and see railroad men losing their wages. 
And in the saloons and cigar stores 
card games to decide ‘‘who paid’’ were 
the rule. Also at afternoon and even- 
ing social events. That was the one 
common link in the town’s social make- 

up. 

For years, at the Elks’ clubrooms 
and elsewhere, men have laughed and 
discussed the social feuds that have 
been the outgrowth of tea party card 
games and at church meetings men and 
women have discussed the evils of the 
‘“‘eambling dens.’’ The community of in- 
terest in the enjoyment of a card game 
did not extend to the condemnation of 
it until—— 

Several quarrels over saloon card 
games developed into serious disturb- 
ances and found their way into Police 
Court. None of the social quarrels got 
that far. Chief Duncan, as a precau- 
tionary measure, ordered card playing 
for ‘‘things of value’ stopped and pub- 
lished notices to that effect. 

The gamblers and the women’s club 
members applauded, because they saw 
in this order an end to the card playing 
in the cigar stores and saloons. The 
“clubroom”’ signs came down and real 
gamblers felt secure and without oppo- 
sition. 

But someone asked the Chief why he 
was making fish of one and fowl of the 
other, and he replied that he was not. 
He meant all gambling, he said. 

Reanl Gamblers Hit Hard. 

To prove that he was entirely impar- 
tial, he raided the professional gambling 
rooms, confiscated the valuable furniture 
and burned it after it had been used as 
evidence.

Of course, there have been protests. 
But the only concession gained from the 
Mayor, the Chief or City Attorney, is 
that they have not forbidden playing of 
cards in saloons for pastime, and 
the ‘“‘retired’’ Centralians can gather in 
their haunts and meld trumps and pi- 
nochle to their hearts’ content as long 
as each pays for his beer and stogies, 
The reason for this concession is that 
there is no ordinance in Centralia that 
forbids social games in public.

low Kentuckian, published at May fre ld, Ky., 
“Dunk Botts, Editor.’?’ Dunk Botts ts av 
imaginary editor. Hogwallow is an tmagin- 
ary town. George Bingham invented both. 

Each week the London newspapers con- 
tain extracts from the Hogwallow Kentuck- 
ian. Some Americans have maintained that! 
the English newspapers copy these absurd 
‘news items’’ in all seriousness, thinking 
not only that Hogwallow is a real town, but 
that the Kentuckian is a real newspaper 
printing real nets. These patriolic souls 
have been rightedusly indignant, clarmiig 
that such publicalidns ** yive a false impres- 
sion of America.”’ It has been learned from 
England, however, that the quaint humor of 
George Bingham, which has won for the 
Kentuckian subscribers in every state in the 
Union, is fully appreciated there and that vi 
reprinting his items the London papers have 
no desire to ‘‘reflect upon the dignity of 
Western American civilization,’’ any more 
than when they printed the firsi of Mark 
Twain’s stories. 

Asked by the Sunday Post-Dispatch Mag. 
azine for the **story of his life’ and how he 
came to evolve a newspaper in an imaginary 
flown, Mr Bingham wrote the following: 





By GEORGE BINGHAM. 


HEN I was almost 12 years old I wrote a 
fiction news-letter from an imaginary 
place called Boney Ridge, Ky. I sub- 
mitted it to a tramp printer at 3 o’ecloch one 

morning. This unaupdered stroller between 

country printing offices sat by my side and helped 
me fold papers and put up the single wrappers in 
the old Mirror printing office at Mayfield. The 

paper came out twice a week and through a 

long-established custom we worked nearly all of 

each night preceding the day of publication. 

I had composed this alleged funny letter at odd 
times during the day while the foreman was not 
looking. Then, after the midnight roosters had 
lowered their little white lids over their <cvyes, 
and day was about to break across the hills be- 
yond the creek, | drew it from my pocket and 
handed it to the tramp printer.

Cadiz is the capital of Trigg County, Ky., and 
used to have 2 weekly paper called the Kentucky, 
Telephone. The editer specialized on making no- 
tations in his columns of the arrival on eaitir of 
ali animate things, from a litter of pigs to real 
human beings, and it was in his issue of Aug. 3, 
1879, that I received my first press notice. It 
read: “Born, to the wife of W. C. Bingham, near 
\allunia, on the morning of Aug. 1, a fine young 
buy. Mother and son are both doin: well.” 

I remained around tre house for three cr four 
years, and then learned how to fish in a creek 
called Muddy Fork, that ran at the base of a 
bluff to the south of my home. After having 
made advances in the fishing li.e I was started 
to school. 

I wrestled with the educationa, problem until 
1 reached the age of 10 vears. Then 1 learned to 
fel type. This important step was made at 
Eddyville, Ky. It was in that old printing office 
that the press ran over the cat. The catastrophe 
occurred at midnight, during the intermission the 
printers had taken to eat a lunch of bologna 
sausage and pickles 

The office cat, after losing all hope of becoming 
a party of the second or even the third part to 
their feast, climbed up o1 the “fe.ms" that were 
on the press and ‘ook a nap.
